Dispute About, 
Residence DeveiOps 

On the theory that Orange coun¬ 
ty has enough bona fide relief 
cases without paying up for tho.se 
whose re.sidence in the county is 
fji.sputed, the board of supervisors 
today rejected two claims and part 
of a third one from 1.03 Angeles 
county welfare officials. 

The claims were for medical aid 
given in Los Angele.s county to 
two maternity cases and one old 
age. recipient claimed by Lo.s An¬ 
geles officials to be Orange county 
residents. 

The board's action followed rec¬ 
ommendation of Di.st. Atty. W. 
F. Menton and Jack W. Snow that 
the claims he rejected on grounds 
there is some dispute about the 
residence. 

The hoard approved part of one 
of the claims, for $170.14, but re¬ 
jected another part on grounds the 
relief recipient hari been a Lo.s 
Angeles county resident for more 
than a year and that Los An¬ 
geles county had agreed to take 
over the burden after April 1. The 
county w.as billed for $49.50 and 
$32 on the two maternity cases. 


SHANGHAI. (/P)—Chinese dis¬ 
patches tonight reported a sensa¬ 
tional seven-mile advance on the 
Southern Shantung front, focal 
point of the war, and declared that 
the Japanese lines had buckled 
completely under the Chinese on¬ 
slaught. 

The advance was said to be the 
first thrust of a general Chinese 
offensive, in which 800,000 men 
were declared ready to participate. 

The reports said the advance 
was made between Taierhchwang, 
scene of a major Japanese defeat 
early last month, and Pih.sien, 15 
miles to the southeast, in Kiangsu 
province. 

In this sector the Japanese had 
been making the most intense ef¬ 
forts of their recent drive to wipe 
out the stain of Taierhchwang and 
reach the vital Lunghai railway. 

Now. however, said dispatches 
from the front to Hankow, these 
Japanese forces are retreating 


Governor Merriam talked for 30 
minutes to nearly 400 persons at a 
banquet opening Orange’s .50th an¬ 
niversary celebration last night.

I Huge Defense Program 
BackecJ By Premier 

PARIS. iJPi —Increases in man 
power for all France’s armed 
forces were ordered today by 
Premier Edouard Daladicr, head 
of the “national defense” govern¬ 
ment now ruling the nation by de¬ 
cree. 

An edict which became law this 
morning demands more soldiers, 
sailors and aviators, along with 
many new .sacrifices from French¬ 
men to enable the nation to sup¬ 
port the cost of the modern mach¬ 
inery of war. 

Decrees in the same series tn- 
creased France’s annual tax bill 
4,000,000,000 francs ($120,000,000), 
levying a flat eight per cent in¬ 
crease in all direct and hidden 
taxes. 

Announcement of the govern¬ 
ment's intention to enroll addi¬ 
tional fighting men was contained 
in the premier’s report to Presi¬ 
dent Albert Lebrun on a decrease 
opening a new credit of 4,712,500,- 
000 francs (about $141,375,000) for 
Daladier said

KINGSTON, Jamaica. (JP) —La¬ 
bor disorders on Jamaica sugar 
estates were known today to have 
cau.sed six deaths and sent 50 
workers to hospitals, seven criti¬ 
cally injured. 

Constabulary detachments armed 
with rifles and bayonets were sent 
from Kingston to the Westmore¬ 
land district, where sugar workers 
striking for higher wages battled 
the police. 

Reports reaching Kingston said 
most of the casualties occurred 
when police fired on a mob. 

Troops were held in readiness at 
Kingston in case the situation, at 
present believed under control, 
again becomes dangerous. Police 
arrested 90 rioters. 

Workers on the British West 
Indies Sugar company and the 
Tate A. Lyle estates demanded $1 
a day, instead of the 50 cents they 
are getting now.

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New Pension for 
Widows, Orphans 
In Board Study 

WASHINGTON, (,?>)- A new 
pension system for widows and 
their minor children is receiving: 
study by the Social Security Board 
at the request of President Roose¬ 
velt, it was learned today. 

Benefits would go to the families 
of workers who pay Social Security 
taxes but who die before reaching 
the retirement age of 65. 

Under present law, the heirs of a 
worker who dies before the retire¬ 
ment age receive oniy a .sum equal 
to ,S.5 per cent of tiis earnings from 
January 1, 19.37, to the time of his 
death. 

The board, however, is seeking 
some means of giving more sub¬ 
stantial aid to widows and chil¬ 
dren. Although no one plan has 
been accepted, one of those receiv¬ 
ing serious consideration would 
provide monthly payments of be¬ 
tween 1516 and $20 to the children 
until they reach 18 years of age.

Florida Democrats chose their 
nominee for United States senator 
today in a five-cornered contest, 
whose national aspects made it 
outstanding among primary elec¬ 
tions in four .state.s. 

Senator Claude Pepper asked 
renomination as a consistent sup¬ 
porter of Prc.sident Roosevelt’s 
policies. He bore the endorse¬ 
ment of James Roosevelt, the 
President’s son and secretary. 

One of his opponents was Repre¬ 
sentative Mark Wilcox, who has 
opposed several White Hou.se rec¬ 
ommendations. Wilcox as a cam¬ 
paigner criticized the "brain- 
•torms of brain trusters." 

Former Governor Dave Sholtz, 
another candidate, aligned himself 
with the administration at Wash¬ 
ington, calling at the same time 
for less ’’governmental interfer¬ 
ence” with business. 

Florida Republicans also had a 
senatorial primary, their first con¬ 
test in history for a statewide 
nomination. 

In South Dakota, Alabama and 
Indiana, local interest was high 
but national issues were not .so 
directly involved. All four states 
were selecting nominees for con¬ 
gress and various state offices. 

The South Dakota campaign 
witnessed a last-minute injection 
of religious issues. Anti-Catholic 
handbills were circulated anony¬ 
mously, and a reward was offered 
by former Governor Tom Berry 
for identification of their source. 

Berry and Representative Fred 
Hlldebrandt were both attempting 
to upset Senator Herbert Hitch¬ 
cock's campaign tor Democratic 
renoralnatlon to the senate. In 
the Republican senatorial primary 
three candidates opposed Governor 
Leslie Jensen. 

Both major parties in South Da¬ 
kota also were nominating candi¬ 
dates for governor. 

Alabama's Democratic primary 
found Senator Lister Hill and 
Speaker Bankhead unopposed for 
renomination. Former Senator 
Thomas Heflin, attemptin,g a pilit- 
ical comeback, opposed Represen¬ 
tative Joe Starnes, for the latter's 
house seat. 

Prohibition was among the is¬ 
sues in the Alabama gubernatorial 
primary, contested by five candi¬ 
dates. 

Indiana voters will not select 
their senatorial nominees until 
June conventions, but there repre- 
sentatves were oppo.scd for re- ' 
nomination today.

War Emergency, Disaster 
Relief Red Cross Subjects 


SAN FRANCISCO. (A’l-nie American Red Cross turned todsy 
from discussion of war problems to ways of perfecting its national 
disaster relief machinery. An addre.ss on mobilization of disaster re¬ 
lief resources was scheduled this morning for the 3000 annual conven¬ 
tion delegates. The work of dis¬ 
aster relief committees was ex¬ 
plained in an address prepared by 
Robert E. Bondy of Washington, 
director of the organization’s 
forces in this service. 

Delegates began consideration of 
the problem mindful of an appeal 
yesterday by Don C. Smith, war 
service director, to be prepared 
"to meet that greatest of disasters 
-- it it should come-- war." 

Bondy outlined a four point pro¬ 
gram for chapter preparedness to 
handle any di.saster: 

1. Know I he di.saster hazard to 
which each chapter is .subject. 

2. Plan relief for each known 
hazard. 

3. Have strong, informed peo¬ 
ple ready to act. 

4. Have an understood com¬ 
munity-wide plan. 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan, scien¬ 
tist and chairman of the execu¬ 
tive council of the Callforn a In¬ 
stitute of Technology, said in a 
prepared speech that incrca.sed 
standards of living come through 
Improvements in the processes of 
production. Including scion'iflc .ad¬ 
vances. 

"All redistribution plans for 
raising the standard of living,” he 
said, "are either wholly fallacious 
or at least of complete insignifi¬ 
cance in compari.son with the his¬ 
toric scientific method by which 
the standard of living has actual¬ 
ly been continuoiisl.y raised in the 
past; namely, by continuously ap¬ 
plying more and more science, or 
more and more capital, as you 
prefer, to industry and thus sup¬ 
plying the worker with more and 
better tools that enable him in the

and services."

But Sullivan’s ready to open up, 
when, as and if. The council's not 
.so .sure.

This 
peculiar trait, Fleury said, makes 
impossible its control by ordinary 
stomach poisons sprayed on the 
surface of fruits. ] 

The bureau head expressed the | 
belief the insect casts aside the 
surface of the fruit or twigs of 
a tree in order to feed upon more i 
tender portions and in this man- i 
ner avoids the poison. 

Whiie the pest seems to prefer | 
peaches it also attacks all stone! 
and deciduous fruits. 

Although an Oriental pest the 1 
greatest danger from it, this 
state faces, is from apples shipped 
in from the east, Fleury said. A 
number of ca.scs of infected fruit i 
have been found at the border sta- ' 
tions.

Untold numbers of children in j 
America are today eating spinach, 
not because their parents teli them 
"It’s good for you,” but because 
a popular animated cartoon char¬ 
acter performs prodigious and 
fabiilou.s feats on the motion pic¬ 
ture screen after partaking of this 
green vegetable. 

With the merits to children a 
matter for the nutrition people to 
decide, one can go on and add, 
however, that it might produce a 
more immediate and beneficial re¬ 
sult for the country if the parents 
and not the children- ate the 
spinach, or plenty of green and yel¬ 
low vegetables. 

The rea.son is that these vege- 
tablc.s contain vitamin A. It is 
now found that the lack of vitamin 
A ran be one of the cau.scs of 
"night-blindnc.ss," which is recog¬ 
nized as a major factor in night 
accidents in driving. 

Night-blindne.s.s is the failure of 
projier icgeneration of the chem¬ 
ical known as visual purple which 
is found in the . dinal rods of the 
human I'ye. This visual purple is 
rich in vitamin A. 

Glaring headlights proflucc a 
temporary blindness la.sting a sec¬ 
ond or two in a person with nor¬ 
mal vision. In a per.son with night- 
blindness this effect, du.e to glare, 
la.sts appreciable lengths of time. 
And, in a motor car traveling at 
a high rate of speed, a night- 
blinded per.son may have traveled 
several hundred feet in which con¬ 
trol of the car is more by habit 
than by visual knowledge of road 
conditions ahead. 

There is no known cure for 
night-blindness, say physicians, but 
a liberal supply of vitamin A may. 
at least, give the eye the material 
it needs to prevent the onset of 
this condition. Do I hear little 
Johnny .saying. "I’op, you better 
eat your spinach"?

colony of Syracuse. Becoming in¬ 
volved in a scandal at home on 
the eve of departure, he fled to 
Sparta, told them of the Athenian 
plans, and in 413 B. C. joined that 
city in a crushing defeat of his 
own army! 

All of Athen.s’ young men—40,- 
000 in number—were either killed 
or thrown into the stone-quarries 
of Syracuse, where they died of 
hunger and thirst. Not satisfied, 
Alcibiades fomented a revolt of 


Athens’ allies, then fled to Persia 
and threw in with Tissaphernes. 

He persuaded the Persian satrap 
to send a fleet to destroy Athens 
but at the critical moment joined 
the Athenians again in defeating 
the Persian fleet! 

Next, Alcibiades led Athens in 
a defeat over Sparta, and set out 
to cru.sh Athens’ ancient enemy, 
Per.sia. True to form, at the last 
moment Alcibiades again deserted 
his country. 


THE TRAITOR OF ATHENS . 

Alcibiades, according to histo¬ 
rians, had a likeable personality 
and an amazing amount of ability 
as a ruler of men, but his insur¬ 
mountable desire for the luxury of 
power many times led him to "sell 
his country down the river” for 
selfish motives. 

He involved Athens in an al¬ 
liance with Argos against Sparta, 
then planned an Athenian attack 
on Sicily to destroy the Spartan

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Lesson from Britain 

Thi.'t argument is being advanced: 

England undertakes cheerfully to spend its new 
$5,000,000,000 national budget on preparing to win the 
next war. Our national budget, if increased in the ratio 
of our population to England’s, would be about $16,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

We spent cheerfully at that rate to win the World 
war. We should now spend as cheerfully and boldly to 
win the war on depression. Therefore, President Roose¬ 
velt’s spending program should be made even bigger, if 
possible, and rushed through. 

It might be a good argument—if bold and cheerful 
government spending will win the war on depression. 

But will it? 

We don’t know how cheerful the British feel about 
their new budget, with its increases of the already high 
taxes on incomes, on gasoline, even on tea. We do know 
that England is on a spot where a vast emergency pro¬ 
gram of rearmament seems nece.ssary, and is paying the 
inevitable price of carrying out such a program in a hurry. 
That price, plus the load of debt piled up in past years 
when budgets were unbalanced, plus the present effort to 
maintain a balanced or nearly balanced budget, puts an 
awful burden on the British people. 

Their per-capita public debt, national and local, is 
about $1000. Ours is about .$431. Their tax rates, espe¬ 
cially on people of small and middle-bracket incomes, 
makes ours look small. 

They may muddle through with their burden. Their 
war industries may boom while the armament money is 
being spent. Their preparations may keep other coun- 1 
tries from starting another war, in which case the cost of 
the program will be a good investment. 

But the British people don’t kid themselves that they 
are spending their way to permanent prosperity. 

We are much better off than they are. We are better 
able to spend for things that are absolutely neces.sary. 
Taking care of our unemployed people is an absolute 
necessity. And in the absence of a better method than 
WPA and local relief, we shall have to spend whatever it ' 
costs to keep WPA and local relief going. i 

But spending for the sake of spending—pouring out ’ 
government m.oney for public works whether we need them 
or not—seems to us a very different matter. A country ! 
entering its ninth year of unbalanced budgets, a country ' 
with a $37,.500,000,000 federal debt because of spending 
for war on Germany and war on depression, a country ! 
that has dumped in billions to prime the fump and then 
has seen the pump run dry once more, lo,ses faith that 
spending is a virtue. 

The British budget does hold lessons for us. One of ' 
them, we think, is this: W'e should sjiend where we must, i 
but save wherever we can. We should challenge all pro- ' 

posed expenditures to make certain that they are essen- ' 

tial. We should not waste money on untried theories_or ! 

on exploded theories; for if we do. the time may come ' 

when our lo.ad of debt, plus the burden of meeting a great i 

emergency, will break our backs. i

As you read these lines, millions of Mussolini’s sub¬ 
jects may be “neiling” Hitler in the most royal way pos¬ 
sible. 

VTsit of the Realm-leader to Rome is not only a .sym¬ 
bol of the German-Italian alliance. It is also a new personal 
triumph for Hitler. 

This time the Nazi chief is staying in the Palazzo 
Quirinalc, the royal palace. 

That means he is there as the ruler of Germany, to be 
received on an equal footing with the king of Italy, in¬ 
stead of going as the chancellor of the German people. 

Hitler thus drops the pretense of being a representa¬ 
tive of the people. As he enjoys the Roman triumph, he is 
saying, in effect, “No matter what title I call myself, I am

Whether you like Hitler or not, his course of conduct 
in the p.ast few years points to him as one of the greatest 
political strategists of modem times. 

He has brough Germany back to its place in the sun 
and has staged the bloodless annexation of Austria. 

He now visits Mussolini at a time when II Duce’s 
jealoi’sy suppo,sedly has been aroused by recent expansion 
of the Nazi dominions into territory heretofore considered 
partially under Italy’s sway. 

Hitler’s star at present is in the ascendant. His coups 
have been perfect. He is making world history that will be 
studied for centuries to come.

The reason for the s[)iialing ot 
cells in |)lanl.s and nnimals has 
been found at the University uf 
Wisconsin by Dr. James L, Rob¬ 
erts The twist in due to growth 
in width. .\ cel! widens at the 
•same time it elongates. 

In widening, the growth (iro 
coeds mainly in one direction 
like the hands turning about the 
face of a clock. This direction 
usually is not haiihazard. A riiii- 
jority of the cells appear to he 
clocklike in the .same diieetion. 
This may he cither right or left.
